The inventions of claims 1, 2, 6-8, 10, and 11 are described in document 1 
cited in the ISR, and therefore do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive 
step. 

The inventions of claims 3-5 and 12 do not appear to involve an inventive 
step based on documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. Application of the art that reads 
image data from a memory card, described in document 2, in the label printer of 
document 1 would be easy for a party skilled in the art. In addition, a printer that can 
update a bitmap font or an application is already well known. 

The inventions of claims 9 and 13 do not appear to involve an inventive step 
based on documents 1 and 3 cited in the ISR, Application of the art that reads and 
prints a date from a built-in clock, described in document 3, in the label printer of 
document 1 would be easy for a party skilled in the art. 
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
